Washington, Harcfli 27,-^Mr. Rich- 


ardson, of Tennessee, lea'der of the 
minority in the hiouse, sprung a ler* 
liflc sensation at the opening of the 
session today 'by offering as a mat- 
ter of privilege a resolution for the 
appointment oi a committee of seven 
to investigate charges said to have 
been made by Walter Christmas, a 
Semi-official representative of Den- 
mark, in a secret report to his gov- 
ernment in wOiidh it was made to ap- 
pear that lie was to receive $500,000 
of the purthase money for the sale 
of the I>anisih West Indies for hrib • 
ing newspapers and membeis of con- 
gress. 


The resolution was very long and 


detailed'and its reading oieated g'eat 
excitement ton both sides of the 
'house. 


After Ja most 'acrimonious debate, 


sustained chiefly toy Ottr. Cannon, of 
Illinois, the resolution was unani- 
mously adopted and Speaker Hen- 
derson 
appointed Eepresentatives 


Dalzell, Hitt, Cousins, McCall, Kicli- 
ardson, Dinsonore and Coroiheid as tlie 
investigating t?<xnunittee. 


The (republican leaders hurriedly 


consulted during the reading of the 
resolution &nd when tflie reading had 
been concluded Mr. Bayne, the ma- 
jority leader, immediately made the 
point of otfder that the matter pre- 
sented .was not privileged. 


ftAPE POINT AGAINST IT. 


The 'basis 'of the resolution, Mv. 


Payne said contemptuously, was 
based upon am alleged Secret report 
to 
Khe Banish government, 
In- 


stantly Mr, Jfcictardson 
met this 


with the statement ttot he had a 
ccpy of the secret report to the Dan- 
ish government. 
"On my 'honor as

Speaker Hender&on at this point 


cadled attention to the fact tlvat the 
language xrf the resolution -charged 
that newspapers 'and

cogress bald been 'bribed. "Members 
of confess," 'he said, did not neces- 
sarily include members of the house. 
If members of the senate, that body 
must ibe the custodian of its own 
momte. He thought if the resolu- 
tion wm to -be privileged it Should 
specifically include members of the 
house. 


"I am prepared to say," replied 


Mr. fcfctartem, "that these charges 
do inohide memlbeTs of the house *:

THE ABSOLUTIONS. 


The resolutions presented by Mr 


Rilvffatfdaon are in part as fallows:

as 'has been declared and set forth by 
rim in his said secret report to his 
overnment for the bribing of mem- 
bers of the United States congress, 
ncluding members of the house of 
representatives and other prominent 
citizens of this country and for sub- 
sidizing American newspapers, to the 
end that the pen'ding (treaty 'between 
;he United States and Denmark for 
the safle 'of the islands by the latter 
;o the former government may be 
consummated." 


PROVIDES FOE 
The resolutions further recite that 


said secret report states that the 
J500,000 shall be immediately paid 
o Christmas, if the purchase money 
s paid by tlie United States for the 
corrupt objects set forth. 
The pen- 


dency of the ratification of the treaty 
s also set forth. 
In conclusion the 


resolutions recite that a select com- 
mittee of seven members 
of 
the 


house of representatives be appointsd 
by the speaker to examine tha 
charges and the alleged circum- 
stances, contracts, etc., "which 
ia 


any manner have for their object the 
bribery or the attempted bribery of 
members of ithe United States con- 
gress or of the payment of any val- 
uable consideration of any kin-d or 
character to them or to any of Dhem 
to vote for or to assist in procuring 
the proposal, adoption or ratification 
of the said treaty of sale of the said 
islands." 


A MATTER OF PRIVILEGE/ 
"This is a matter of high privi- 


lege," said the speaker, 
delivering 


5 ruling. 
"Exactly what status a 


report to a foreign government would 
have here might be questioned but 
the gentleman from Tennessee h-av- 
ng stated upon his honor as a mem- 
ber of the bouse that these charges 
are true—" 


'Oh, no, Mr. Speaker," interrupted 


Mr. Kichardson. 
"I did not say the 


report was true. 
I vouched for the 


fact that Mr. Christmas had made 
them." 


"The gentleman having vouched 


for tae authenticity of the charges,*' 
continued the speaker, "the 
chair 


holds that the matter is one of priv-' 
ikige and recognizes the gentleman 
from Tennessee." 


By this time the interest in the 


house was intense. 
Almost every 


seat was occupied and tlie members 
listened eagerly as Mr. Bichardson 
proceeded to present his case. First 
he read extracts from the press at 
Copenhagen. 


These were followed by an affidavit 


from Neils Groii concerning <his deal- 
ings with certain people here, bat 
they were not particularly 
sensa- 


tional. 


THE HEAL SENSATION. 


Tie real sensation came when he 


started to read 
from 
what pur- 


ported to be the report of Woltei 
Christmas concerning the negotia- 
tions. 
.He prefaced the reading by 


the statement that it would show a 
"corrupt bargain" worthy the con- 
sideration of the house.

Mr. Christmas' account of his inter 
view with the prime minister of Den 
mark in which he WAS said t3 h*v« 
told the minister of the necessity for 
the use of money to 'bring; th* negoti 
tion* for tbt felt of tbe bluadt to jt 


successful termination. 
He told oi 


Acquaintance with Abner ItcKin* 


ley, Fregfdeut McKinley'a brothel 
and his law partner, Colonel Brown, 
two gentlemen whom Mr. Christmfu- 
described as "having the entry to the 
white house and being familiar with 
the ways of American politics anil 
what members of congress would 
have to >be paid to accomplish the re- 
sults desired." 


The report then described how Mr. 


Christmas had 
en/listed not onty 


President McXinley's brother and his 
partner, but two press associations, 
one in New York and one in Wash- 
iigton and a prominent 
banking 


house in. New York in -the sale of the 
stands. 
In the report Mr. Christmas said 


among other things that he has as 
imong other things that he had as 
his special assistants "C. «W. Knox, 
an intimate friend of Senator Hanna, 
and a Washington lawyer named 
Bichard P. Evans, who represented 
Mr. Gardner and his friends in the 
house." 


MINISTER WAS DISGUSTED. 
The Danish foreign minister was 
sported 
afe disgusted with 
the 


method* which had to be pursued, 
but as finally giving his asquiea- 
cence. 


Mr. Bichardson said he did 
not 


charge that any senator or member 
f congress had been bribed. 
Ho 


had simply presented the allegations 
of this agent that money had to be 
used for bribing congressmen. 
Tlia 


charges had besn published in this 
country and abroad, lie said, with the 
allegation that conditions in the 
United States were "simply horri- 
ble." 
He therefore proposed 4his 


nquiry so that each member could 
disclaim the charges so far as it af- 
'eots him. 
Mr. Kichardson said 


;here was one unpardonable feature 
,o the affair, in that the state de- 
partment must have known of these 
.barges and had not .brought them to 
the attention of the senate prior to 
the ratification of the Danish treaty. 


Mr. Hitt pointed out that -as framed 


-he resolutions asserted facts on the 
responsibility of the house of repre- 
sentatives whereas they were meie 
charges of an outside party. 


Mr. Kichardson thereupon changed 


;he preamble so as to read, "where* 
as, it is alleged," etc. 


MK. CANNON TALKS. 


Mr. Cannon (Ills.) made the first 


rejoinder of any length* 
So far as 


xe could catch the charges, as they 
were read, he said it appeared that 
some man named Christmas, who 
acknowledged himself a briber and 
worse "made charges on which it was 
proposed to make an 
investigation 


whether any members of the house of 
representatives were guilty of brib- 
ery or the acceptance of bribes. 


Mr. Cannon pressed Mr. Kichard- 


son to know whether ithe report gave 
the name of a member or membevs 
of the house said to have been bribed 
and they engaged in a very sharp 
clash, 
Mr. Cannon was plainly lab- 


oring ungear Considerable excitamcat. 


Mr. Kichardson insisted that She 


report did charge members of tae 
house and senate. 
"I have men- 


tioned several of the n&mes," »*<* ^ 
I will repeat them if need be." 
"It seems to me," said Mr. Cannon, 


breaking in, "that it would be wise 
to make this investigation if it is 
worthy of investigation, after the 
members of the house have had op- 
portunity to examine the documents 
which the gentleman from Tennes- 
see has read. 
They are 
to be 


printed in the record. 
When they 


are printed we can see wtot sub- 
stance there is in them. 
There is no 


man on the floor of this house wno 
does not demand a full investigation 
if the honor of any member is au- 
thoritatively called into question. 


"But I do not believe that there is 


a man in the house who wants to 
investigate the mere statement of an 
acknowledged thief. 
I would be 


glad if the whole matter would go 
over until tomorrow when members 
can have had an opportunity to ex 
amine the documents. 
I make this 


suggestion in the greatest good 
faith." 


And I have offered the resolution 


in the greatest good faith/* observed 
Mr, Richardson. 


"The gentleman asks action on a 


document, the extracts of which have 
been read," retorted 
Mr. Cannon 


hotly. 


"The gentleman nesd not become 


excited or agitated. 
I am perfectly 


willing to have the clerk read th 
entire document," responded Mr 
Kichardson. 


"I move to (postpone the considera- 


tion of the resolution until toinor 
row," interposed Mr. Cannon. Inhere

airdson, "and instructed to go to our 
minister in Lon'don." 


DEFENDS SECRETARY HAY. 
"The gentleman surtfully says the 


secretary -of state made this man his 
agent," cried Mr. Cannon indignant- 
y. "I know nothing about it. If 
anything ougbt to 'be investigated I 
im for an investigation.

PBESIDENT ASKS CONGRESS TO 


TAKE ACTION. 


RECOGNIZING NEW REPUBLIC 


PROVISION 
IS 
NEEDED 
POK 


DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. 


PAY 
OF MINISTER $10,000 


CONSULATES WILL BE FEW IN 


NUMBER. 


Washington, March 27.—The presi- 


dent this afternoon sent to congress 
he following message recommend- 
ng provision for diplomatic and con- 
sular representation in Cuba: 


"To the Congress of the United 
States: I commend to the congress 
imely consideration of measures lor 
maintaining diplomatic and consular 
representatives in Cuba, and for car- 
*ying out the provisions of the act 
making appropriation for the support 
if the army for the fiscal y«ar ending 
une 30th, 1903, approved March 2, 
901, reading as follows: 
" 'Provided further, that in fulfill- 


ment of the declaration contained in 
he joint resolution approved April 
20th, 1898, entitled, "for the recog- 
litiou of the independence of the 
eople of Cuba, demanding that the 


government of Spain relinquish its 
.uthority and government in 
the 


sland of Cuba, and to withdraw its 
and and naval forces from Cuba and 
Cuban waters,and directing -the pres- 
dent of the United States to use the 
and and naval forces of the United 
tates to carry these resolutions into 
ffect,'' the president is hereby au- 
horized to "leave the government 
uid control of the island to its peo- 
Je," so soon as a government shall 
have been established in said island 
und-er a constitution which, either as 


part thereof or in an ordinance ap- 


pended thereto, shall define the fu~ 
ure relations of the United States 
with Cuba, substantially as follows," 
tc. 
Then follows the conditions 
set 


orth in the act of March 2, 1901, 
defining the future relation of Cuba 
with the United States. The mes- 
sage then continues as follows: 


"The 
people of Cuba having 


ramed a constitution embracing the 
'oregoing requirements, and having 
lected a president, who is soon to 
ake office, the time is near for the 
ulfillment of the 
pledge 
of the 


United States government to leave 


government and control of the 


sland of Cuba to its people. I am 
advised by the secretary of war that 
t is now expected that the installa- 
:ion of the government of Cuba and 
the termination of the military occu- 
pation of that island by the United 
States will take place on the 20th 
of May next. 


t is necessary and appropriate 


that the establishments of interna- 
tional relations with, the government 
of Cuba should coincide wih its in- 
auguration, as well as provide a 
channel for the conduct of diplomatic 
relations with the new state as to 
open the path for the 
immediate 


negotiation of conventional 
agree- 


ments to carry out the provisions of 
the act, above quoted. It is uls?o ad- 
visable that consular representation 
be established without delay at the 
principal Cuban ports in order that 
commerce with the island may be 
conducted with due regard to the 
formalities prescribed by the revenue 
and navigation statutes of the 
United States, and that American 
citizens in Cuba may have the cus- 
Homary local recourse open to them 
for their business needs, and the case 
arising, for the protection of their 
rights. 


I therefore recommend that pro- 


vision be forthwith made and the 
salaries appropriated, to be immedi- 
ately available for:

he sale of 300 Acres east of the city, 
he Brackenridge tract of 155 acres 
orth of the city, the Archer tract of 
30 acres north, the Weishart and 
Tegtmeyer tract of 117 acres, 
and 


Rockhill 
Bros.' proposal for 
180 


cres. Mr, Bandall, acting for the 
Iwinney heirs, signified .that thirty 
cres adjoining the Bockhill 
land 


ould probably be purchased at cor- 
espoiidingly the same figure. 
After a consideration of the vari- 


>us offers the committee decided to 
keoommend the Bockhill and Swin- 
ney tract, and will report to the di- 
ectors this evening. The land lies 
o the southwest of the city, and was 
"hosen for the reason that it seems 
best adapted 
to the purposes de- 


ired* 
It is along the line of the 


Lake Erie and Western 
railroad, 


which crosses every other railroad 
ntering the city; it is closer to the 
ity than other tracts; the interurban 
ine passes through it, and the topo- 
graphy of the land is most favorable, 
necessitating comparatively little 
xpense for grading, drainage and 
ither improvements. 
The committee will recommend the 


organization of a company capital- 
zed at $50,000, iu shares of ?100 
each, for the purchase of this land. 
It is estimated that it can be sub- 
divided into about 1,200 lots, and 
the committee favors reserving 500 
ots for stockholders, 100 lots for the 
•actories, 100 lots 
to 
defray ex- 


penses of improvements and 500 lots 
;o provide for the erection of factory 
buildings. 
The committee believes 


the proposition is an excellent one, 
and is confident that factories em* 
ploying at least 1,500 men, can be 
.ocated on the tract, which means 
an increased population of at least 
5,000 to the city. The committee 
also expresses the belief that unless 
lome such plan as this is adopted, 
it is useless 
to devote further at- 


tempts to locate factories in 
the 


city.

For a time, if not all time, Cecil 


Rhodes will be recalled in Great 
Britain as the man whose splendid 
ambitions, Ttfhether good or bad, cost 
the kingdom more than a billion dol- 
lars and fifty thousand lives. That 
is a tribute costly enough to lay at 
the feet of any man be the king or 
commoner, and that is the offering 
Great Britain made to Cecil Rhodes. 
What he cost the people of the two 
crushed and bleeding republics is an- 
other story.

THE CAREER OF CECIL RHODES 


A new Hat and

Cecil Jofon Bhodes, for many years 


the roost oonsptcious figure in South 
Africa, and to whove imperialistic in- 
«ight .th* vwt growth of Brit&h pow- 
er in that continent during the past 
thirty year* is mainly due, was bora 
at Bishop Stortford, 
England, in 


1853. 
He was the son of the late 


Her. Francis W. Bhodes, vicar of 
Bishop Stortford, a clergyman of the 
Church of England, who was re- 
nowned for his classical scaolarshhip. 
He was the fourth son and as a lad 
was weak and sickly, 
The clhn&ie 


of Bishop Stortford, a small place 
only about twenty-five miles from 
London, proving too damp for the 
lungs of the delicate lad he was sent 
iu 1869 to the plantation of 'his eld* 
est brother Herbert, whicfc was situ- 
ated in Natal. 


In less than two years from the 


day he started out Cecil Bhodes, then 
a puny undergrown lad of 16 years, 
went back to England almost 6 feet 
tall, broad in proportion, with a keen 
love for athletics and a phyaique 
which was tihe «nvy in 'later years of 
the most hardened veltdsmen of 
south Africa. 
He entered Oriel col- 


lege, Oxford, in 1872, but the cli 
mate of England was too damp for 
him despite his improved health and 
after his first year he returned to 
south Africa, 
• 
RETURNS TO CQLLE0E. 


He was determined, however, to 


complete hi& education, and for some 
years he oscillated between Oxford, 
England, and Kimberley, aouth Af- 
rica, finally taking his degree in 
1881 after many years of hard study 
and battle against opposing circum- 
stances. 


In the meantime the diamond dis- 


coveries in south Africa had changed 
the whole map of the country. 
The 


lands dominated by savages and the 
wild beasts were pushed farther and 
farther north, -the territory once oc- 
cupied by the 'boers became overrun 
by prospectors for diamonds and 
e^ger miners, and foremost among 
them, ever one of the first on the 
scenes 
of discovery, were Cecil 


Rhodes and Herbert, 
his brother. 


Just a year after Cecil Rhodes had 
taken his degree at Oxford, Herbeit 
died, leaving to his younger brother 
nfct only 'his large plantation, but 
also his interests in several unde- 
veloped diamond mines. 
These all 


turned out to be worth (millions of 
money, and the young »on of an Eng- 
lish, clergyman became one of the 
richest men in tihe world* 


It would be too much to say that 


Mr. Rhodes thought himself to be tihe 
man, 'but ihe was obviously determ- 
ined to do something toward the 
furtherance of Ms imperialistic ideas, 
for he obtained a seat in tihe Cape 
Colony parliament, representing the 
constituency he held to the last. 
It 


WAS while serving in his capacity as 
member of the legislative assembly, 
being on the compensation com/mis- 
sion, that he met General Gordon, a 
meeting which was destined to 4iave 
a wide and far-reaching effect on his 
life. 


General Gordon was among soldiers 


the most rabid imperialist the British 
army ever possessed, adored by his 
soldiers, the popular Shero of Eng- 
land and a man of most winning per- 
sonality. 
He was immediately at- 


tracted to the young member for 
Barkly West and saw his adminis- 
trative power. 
The tiwo men be- 


came close friends and to General 
Gordon's planning and earnestness 
may be assigned, the one idea which 
afterward dominated Cecil 
Bfcodes, 


that of making Africa in toto a 
British possession. 
It was Gordon 


who urged the acquisition by the con- 
quest of a strip of land 
to join 


Egypt? *»ut the CaPe to Gaito TaN**y 
was an addition of Rhodes, a dream 
Thick has never yet been completed. 


CHARTERED COMPANY. 


Neit fcame the master snofce of the 


life of tne "Colossus of Rhodes,*' as 
he wai beginning to be known. Hav- 
ing been mode administrator and 
deputy commissioner of Beohuana- 
land, Rhodes found that the warlike 
boers and the no less warlike and 
savage Maaihonjas and Hatobele* 
would allow him no peace in his new 
territory without 
an army; 
The 


British forces could not be spared to 
the police work of keeping the fron- 
tiers of a country which was sup- 
posed to be under subjugation and 
the boers had not the slightest inten- 
tion of remaining quiet. Rhodes' ex- 
periences with Sir TJieophilus Spen- 
stone and the Zulus stood him in 
good stead. 


Otte paid a trip to England and by 


influence and money secured a char- 
ter for ffce British South' Africa com- 
pany, beinfe matie managing director 
and chairman of the same in 1883, 
Thi* company, which afterward be- 
came known as the Chartered coxn- 
p*ny, w** organized upon the same 
principles as those of the Hudson 
Bay company of Canada, tod the 
feritifth Bast Infdia company; that is 
to *ay, it granted the right of arm- 
ing arid equipping troops and twing 
them on practtariUy unlimited lines. 
In Cecil Rtoodea' bartfe the 
Char* 


tertd company became a conquering 
army, with fhimeH as commander 
in chief* 


FORJCS DE BEGUMS COMPANY. 


and ownership of ttae -largest diamond 
fields in the world* His phenomenal 
luck continued with (him in tbi* a? 
in all fhi» vtiher venture* and utmost 
every new piece of taod fwbitih was 
acquired ty the xxsnpany wife found 
to be rich in diamonds. Of course. 
the administrator of all the** new 
countries had limitless opportunities 
to favor Ibid 
own company and 


K'hodec never too scrupulous in his 
methotie, used this 'advantage to the 
full.' 


By lihis time the richest man in 


South Africa, the most important 
political! factor iu the continent and 
a maii recognized all over the world 
as a giant in the world of men, it 
was but natural that in 1890 he 
should be selected to be premier of 
Cape Colony, a post he held until 
1896* At tihis time be was also com- 
missioner of wown lauda, minister 
of native affaire and several other 
<posts wfoicli toe retained because of 
their close relation to kia work in 
Rhodesia. The Chartered company, 
bjowever, ^wiafep telling into disrepute 
and the 'Boers again Showed trouble. 


TRANSVAAL TROUBLE. 


Hedged round on every side by 


'Britisfc. territory, the Boers eoon saw 
that their national existence was 
threatened and, remembering their 
victory over the British forces at 
Majuba Hill in 1881, in which year 
the Boers secured respite for them- 
selves in Uhe Traasfvaai, the burghers 
again assumed the defensive and be- 
gan to make .preparations for WAr. 
The wfhole period of the premiership 
of Cecil 'Rhodes was a course of dis- 
repute verging to war witii the 
Boers, but it WB niwiays stayed. 


The first real otasb was the Jame- 


son raid. This move was s subject 
of fierce debate in South Africa and 
in England. Briefly, this consisted 
in the entrance into the Transvaal of 
a small body of British soldiers un- 
der 2>r. Jameson. /They went, os- 
tensibly, to the relief of the Uit- 
landers, or foreigners in Transvaal 
territory. 
It was asserted on the 


one hand that Cecil Biu>des, support- 
ed by Ohamberlaitt, then 
Colonial 


secretary, had ordered $hem to go, 
rthile Rhodes himself stated that he 
had ordered the- troops to the frontier, 
but that he had ftot given orders 
for the iftid. la extenuation for his 
action in gathering troops on the 
frontiers of the Transvaal Rhodes 
asserted that fee did it to protect 
'British territory fsrom Germany. This 
•contretemps led to the defeat of 
•Rhodes as premier in 1896. 


ILL HEALTH INTERVENES. 
Prom this time t on Mr. R&qdes^ 


connection twith Cape Colony grew 
less, and the success of his bitterest 
rival, Premier Sehreiner, led to his 
a'lmcst absolute severance from Cape 
Colony affairs. 
He remained faith- 


ful to Rhodesia, however, and tad- 
ministered the affairs of that section 
of the country with ability and zeal. 
His health at this time began to fail 
•and the oralce rugged "Colossus" grew 
weak and 'almost unalble to transact 
•business* 


Constitutional heart trouble, hith- 


erto unsuspected save in 'his boyhood 
days, set in, and for the last three 
or four years ICr. EJhodes oscillated 
between London and Cape Town, be- 
ing under the (tare of specialists the 
greater portion of the time. He 
never gave up 'his dreams for a Cape 
to Cairo Tailwoy, nor of an all Brit- 
ish Africa. But the Boer war with 
the British reverses almost broke this 
'heart and contributed 
greatly in 


making hte illness more serious arJJ 
finally fatal,

VERDICT IN FAMOUS TRIAL 


KILLING 
OF BICE 
IS 
FIXED 


UPON LAWYER. 


HE HEARS VERDICT CALMLY 


TOOK JURY BUT PEW HOURS TO 


AGREE. 


New York, March 27.-Albert T. 


Patrick stands convicted of the mur- 
der of the aged millionaire, William 
Marsh Rice. 
He is also accused of 


forging a will to secure possession 
of the ^7,000,000 estate of the mur- 
dered man. 


After 
four hours of deliberation 


the juiy, 
which listened to testi- 


mony for forty-four days, at 6:15 
o'clock last evening, told Patrick his 
doom. 


Self-possessed and calm as ever, 


the prisoner did not flinch as 
the 


foreman 
answered "Guilty." Re- 


corder Goff announced that he would 
postpone imposing sentence until a 
week from next Monday. 


DEEP PLOT INTERESTS. 


Next to the Molineux case, the Pat- 


rick trial has been the longest in 
court annals of New York. Fiction 
scarcely has a plot that rivals in dra- 
matic interest the conspiracy to gain 
possession of the old man's lioard of 
gold, slowly laid bare, during the 
long-drawn-out 
trial. 
Forgery, 


poison, fraud, hypocrisy and ingrati- 
tude figu«d in the daring scheme to 
end the old man's life and-transfer 
his millions to the plotters. 


Living the lone life of a recluse, 


Rice was betrayed by his own valet, 
Charles F. Jones, who became a tool 
of Patrick, but in the trial Jones re- 
vealed the plot and sealed Patrick's 
doom. 


When the accused man was brought 
into court to hear the verdict he 
walked steadily and the only inti- 
mation of strain shown was that he 
chewed quickly, almost nervously, 
at chewing gum. He started 
to 


ward the seat he always occupied at 
the counsel table and placed -his hat 
on the table. 


PRISONER IS UNMOVED. 


Patrick returned -the looks, of his 


judges with, a calm countenance, al- 
most an u&ponceifted'store/and did 
not seem to fce affected oy the or- 
deal. 'Finally .feis.syes rested on th$ 
foreman. 
There they rested as he 


answered "Guilty.*? 


Without the slightest tremor Pat- 


rick kept his gaze fastened on the 
foreman. Almost unconsciously the 
spectators sought. ,the face of the 
aged, white-haired father. ' The con- 
trast was marked. Pity rose in every 
heart for the suffering old man, who 
strove to repress his emotion, while 
unbidden tears filled his eyes and 
ran 
slowly down his quivering 


cheeks. 


Though all women had been order- 


ed from the court room when the 
jury came in, Patrick's sister Emma 
and Mrs. Francis, with whom 
he 


boarded, were in an ante-room ad- 
joining the entrance. No sooner was 
the verdict announced than- they 
broke out in hysterical sobs. 


.WOMEN CREATE SCENE. 


After the convicted man had been 


taken back to the tombs to *iwait 
•sentence'^ Mrs. Francis rushed out to 
the "railing where Patrick had stood 
while hearing his fate. As though 


mad, 
she flung herself down on the 


floor; Then Hiss Patrick rushed in, 
weeping piteously. 


Messengers were sent to the cor- 


oner's office for a physician, but none 
was there, and smelling salts were 
brought 
After some minutes the 


women were revived and- were taken 
from the criminal courts building. 


tfo less keen was the anguish of 


the stricken father, Captain' Patrick. 
He attempted 
to follow 
his son 


through the corridor leading to the 
tombs. Never allowing *his eyes to 
Bander from 
-his sonU figure, he 


tottered into the arms of court offi- 
cers, who gently remonstrated with 
him and led him away. 


William M. 'Bice came to New York 


from Texas. He lived -alone, with his 
valet-secretary, Charles F. Jones, at 
500 Madison avenue. He Vas en- 
gaged in litigation1 over h5s wife's 


, which sought to dividle half of 


his estate. Albert T. Patrick, also 
from Texas originally, was" one of 
the contestant's 'attorneys. 


BETKAYJSD BY CHECK. 


Old man Bice died September 23, 


1900. 
Kotiftcation of his death was 


delayed. 
The next day, before it 


was known that he had died, (Patrick 
tried to get several checks, purport- 
ing to have been signed' by Bice, 
certified. A slip of the pen, detected 
by a watchful bank 'clerk, betrayed 
the plot. In a check for $35,000, 
10 wmcn OKI man Bice's signature 
is alleged to have been forged, the 
letter "1" was left out of Patrick's 
first name.

The police immediately took up the 


case. 
Patrick, assuming charge of 


the old man's affairs, notified rela* 
tives in distant parts of the country, 
and made arrangements for immedi-' 
ate cremation of the body. The re- 
mains were being taken from the 
apartments when Detective Vallely 
stopped the little procession, and in- 
stead of going to the cemetery the 
body went to the morgue. 


Captain Baker, Bice's lawyer in 


Texas, came to New York, as did the 
old man's relatives. To the amaze- 
ment of eveiyone Patrick produced 
a document, with the signature of 
Rice affixed, assigning all the old 
man's property to him. He produced 
also a will, dated June 20, 1900, un- 
der which the bulk of the 
entire 


estate, aggregating $7,000,000, was 
bequeathed to him. 


An earlier will, dated September 


26, 1896, was in existence, bequeath- 
ing the old man's property to the 
Eice institute 'of Houston, Texas, 
with various legacies to relatives. 
These legacies in the first will were 
not large. In the second will they 
were doubled. The second will was 
witnessed by -Morris Meyer, a lawyer, 
who shared Patrick's office, and Da- 
vid Short, a clerk and friend of Pat- 
rick. 


Valet Jones talked glibly through 


out the investigation and was finally 
taken in custody. Patrick also was 
arrested. - Jones made several con- 
fe&sionsf. In the 'first he swore that 
Patrick had forged the will, -besides 
many checks and the assignment. 


TELLS OP POISONING. 


The old man was ill, and by the 


administration of mercury and other 
poisons in small <k>ses Patrick hoped 
slowly to kill him. But certain dis- 
closures ' connected with 
a draft 


drawn on the old man from- Texas 
were imminent, and it became neces- 
sary* Jones declared, to liasten Slice's 
death in order to realize the fruit of 
the crime and prevent exposure. 


Jones swore in his first confession 


that Patrick liimself entered the old 
millionaire*^ Tooin r while Rice was 
asleep; that he made a cone out of 
a towel, -placed in it a sponge sat- 
urated with chloroform, and1 held it 
over Rice's face until he was dead-. 
In a second confession Jones said he 
himself had applied the chloroform. 


'During his incarceration 
in the 


Tombs Jones tried to commit suicide 
•by cutting his'throat;1 He swore'that 
Patrick told1 him to do it, and gave 
him the penknife with, winch the 
attempt was made. 
He was 
re- 


moved to Bellevue and after his re- 
.covery was ^confined* in a sanitarium 


•Patrick insisted that Jones had 


been, bribed -by Lawyer Baker to tel 
the stories fastening- the crime on 
Patrick:

left by Rice.

PATRICK DISCUSSES -VERDICT 


Patrick had a, consultation • today 


with his fatherT Colonel ^atrick, and 
his counsel from Chicago, tWr. Bur- 


ner. 
Patrick retained his composure 


throughout the conference and con- 
versed cordially with Ms father and 
counsel. In 
discussing his case, 


Patrick said: 


"No one in the court room was 


more surprised at that verdict than 
myself. As a lawyer, I do not see 


how, 
upon the testimony as given, 


the verdict could have been found, 
I do not believe, had Recorder floff 
and Assistant District Attorney Os- 
borne known what effect their ad- 
dresses would have u-pon the jury 
that they would have made them in 
the terms they did." 


Patrick disoussed the handwriting 


testimony and the testimony which 
was excluded concerning the actions 
of Rice when'he'hiadi the will. He 
spoke also of the testimony which 
he said would have baen given in his 
fayor by Schepfel, iwTio was the dead 
millionaire's friend ifor fifteen years 
and also the testimony offered 
by 


Adams regarding 'Rice's views on 
cremation. 
Speakrng of the hand 


writing testimony,, Patrick said tha 
the signatures to the four disputed 
checks varied only in the same way 
as the signatures to any 
similar 


numlber of papers would vary. 
He 


said that only avi expert could de 
tect the difference. 
Concerning oth- 


er testimony, 
the convicted 
mai 


said: 


"How can the dec/aration and de
